de Beauliew) had fo much firmnefs of 
mind, that he remained on the wreck 
till four next morning, encouraging 
thofe who could fwim, to endeavour to 
fave themfelves, when a wave {wept him 
eff, and the fea fwallowed him up, with 
feveral others who were ftanding near 
him.

FTER this the Proffian army 
was likewife difperfed into winter 
quarters in Saxony and Silefia, and fome 
back to Pomerania; and before the end 
of the year feveral tkirmifhes happened 
between them and their enemies, about 
the extenfion or fecurity of their refpec- 
tive quarters, in which the Pruffians had 
oftereft the advantage ; but as none of 
thefe ikirmifhes were fo confiderable, as 
to deferve a place in this hiftory, I thall 
now return to the hiftory of the war be- 
tween the Pruffians and Ruflians, after 
the battle of Zorndorff; and as nothing 
can be fo fatisfaétory, to a ferious reader 
of hiftory, as the accounts of battles 
po by the officers who were prefent, 
think it now neceflary to add the fol- 
lowing account of that battle given by 
general Panin, one of the Ruffian gene- 
rals, who writes thus to his friend’: 

** The imperial army being before Cuf- 
trin, to hinder the enemy from pafling 
the Oder, count Rumanzoff was detach- 
ed to keep the poft of Schwedt, and cifrb 
that part of Pomerania which was behind 
us, and which the enemy had left with- 
out troops; and general Brown ftaid 
at Landfberg with the body of obferva- 
tion to facilitate the conveyance of pro- 
vifions. 

After the army had driven the Praffian 
detachment, which was before Cuftrin, 
over the Oder, and by taking poft in the 
fuburbs of that town, had it in its power 
to reduce the town to afhes, it made: the 
neceflary difpofitions for covering the 
works, and Cadprtngs the enemy from 
pafling the river by Cuftrin bridge. But 
on the 23d, in the evening, we learnt 
that the king had neverthelefs pafled it 
with his whole army at Schwedt, four 
miles below the fortre{s of Cuftrin,. and 
that he aaigees to take-our army in 
rear. The blockade was raifed the fame 
night ; and the commander in chief 


* This geuthman is now appointed commander in chief of the Rufian forces 
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thought proper to draw the army out of 
the woods, and march it into the plain 
that it might be joined by the body of 
obfervation. The baggage was {en 
away three miles behind us to a place 
on the Wartha, where the Wagons 
could eafily form a barricade. 

The body of obfervation joined the 
army on the 24th, at noon, and th 
whole was drawn up in ofder of batt 
near Zorndorf, with the front to tha 
part where the enemy was expected. This 
ground was covered with wood, and 
confequently all the avenues were very 
narrow. 

The enemy’s advanced pofts appeared 
the fame day, at three in the afternoon, 
oppofite to us, and approached in co- 
lumns. ‘The commander in chief weht 
immediately with the other generals w 
reconnoiire ; the army was drawn upia 
order of battle; and a part of the light 
troops were fent out to {kirmih with 
the Pruffian huffars. They foon met; 
and the enemy gave us feveral difcharges 
of cannon, which had'no effect. 

At the fame time the enemy madea 
motion to the left, in order to turn our 
tight wing where our army of obfeiv- 
tion was pofted: They did not, however, 
come nearer than two cannon thot 
Night came on, and our light troops 
remained oppofite to the enemy's advane- 
ed pofts, the flanks of which were cover 
ed with wood. 

This pofition of the Pruffians, a8 wel 
as all the advices then received, mat 
us judge that they wanted to attack 
in the rear ; and, to difconcert this plany 
the general was obliged, in conjunctes

> terrible fire on us for an hour and 55 

minutes, throwing at the fame time a 
at number of bombs, fome of which 

were filled with grenades ; and the can- 

non balls were enghteen and. twenty-four 
unders. 

This fire, which muft have appeared 
terrible, not to fuch inexperienced troops 
as curs only, but to all the troops in 
the world, made fuch havock among us, 
that all our regiments fuffered a prodi- 
gious lofs, and there was not a fpot, 
not even at the waggons, that was fafe 
from the cannon balls and bombs. Ne- 
verthelefs our troops ftood this fire with 
qmazing intrepidity and good counte- 
nance, Two regiments of the right, 
and as many of the laft line were brought 

up to fill up the intervals; but this could 
: not be done ; and the wind which blew 
in our faces, hindered us from feeing the 
® enemy, and from diftinguifhing our own 
‘ 














































people at the diftance of forty paces. 
The king, who as we have fince learnt 
from the prifoners, was greatly furprized 
atthe extraordinary refiftance and firmnefs 
of our troops, made his people fire un- 
on us with cartridge fhot and fmall-arms; 
and we muft own that multitudes of our 
people were {wept away YY the cartridge- 
| thot difcharged from the heavy artillery. 
But our line feeing itfelf attacked with 

c- 

fuch vehemence, advanced upon the 
enemy, after firing away the twelve car- 
r tridges which each man had, and made 
the firt line of the Pruffians run. We 
immediately purfued, and endeavoured 
to get under the cannon of its batte- 
ties. I now made my utmoft efforts, 
jointly with the brigades and the field 
who were with me, to keep our 
people in order: But obferving, that the 
great lofs they had fuffered by the fire of 
the s, and their ardour to pur- 
fue the enemy's line which gave way, 
put them in the greareft tastdien, I or- 
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dered the cavalry, which was behind my. 
line, to fall upon the enemy, as foon as 
as they fhould attack my infantry: but 
fearce had I iffued this order, when two 
balls of cartridge-fhot ftruck me on the 
fide, and gave me fuch a_ contufion, 
that my refpiration being ftopped, I fell 
off, and was dragged by my horfe, till 
he was ftopped by my valet. Atthis time, 
I met the commander in chief, who, aft- 
er ordering his furgeon to drefs my 
wounds, went to the place where I had 
received ihem, to try to redrefs matters ; 
and for that end he ordered thither all 
the regiments that were in the right face 
and in the laft line, to reinforce thofe 
which were attacked. 

It was how two o'clock; and as foon 
as my wounds were dreffed, and I had 
affembled the few troops I had left, I 
got on horfeback, not without pain, and 
returned to my former poft. I then 
found the’ whole infantry ef our grand 
army in the greateft diforder, and in 
fuch confufion that there was not one 
fingle regiment formed. The foldiere 
were huddled together pell-mell, and 
fired at random, Sometimes they drove 
off the enemy, fometimes the ene- 
my made them give way; that was 
done not lefs than four times; and 
continued to be the cafe till five o’clock. 
The Pruffian infantry oppofed to thofe 
regiments was itfelf put into diforder in 
the end ; but with this difference, that it 
immediately rallied, and its fire became 
more hot and more fatal than ever. The 
Pruffian cavalry, on the other hand, 
though it had feveral times been repulfed 
by our cuiraffiers, often facilitated, by 
the fuperiority of their number over 
ours, the rallying of their infantry, and 
broke our infantry. 

Our commander in chief, who was by 
this time wounded, continued till fix in 
the evening, jointly with all of us (tho’ 
many of us were likewife wounded, and 
could fcarce keep on horfeback) to do 
all that man could do to remedy the dif- 
order; but that was impoffible; chiefly, 
becaufe our people had, amidft the con- 
fufion found means to get drunk with 
brandy, which they found both in the 
waggons and in the Pruffian village, 
and their intoxication rendered them in- 
tirely mutinous and difobedient ; many 
of them even fell to plunder our own 
haggage. Thofe, who did not go. this 
length, continued firing till the evening, 
but with little alacrity, aad the enemy 
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Continuing to advance, it was impoffible 
to reftore order among them. Whilft 
we were thus endeavouring to put a ftop 
to the confufion of our people, the ene- 
my with the troops of their left, and 
their referve, which were in the beft or- 
der, attacked our body of referve, which 
made a gallant refiftance, and put the 
enemy in confufion; but our people 

uickly fell into diforder, and night 
oon came on. 

The fmoke and duft hindered us from 
obferving the retreat of the enemy, 
whofe cavalry always covered their in- 
fantry, which by that means, and by 
favour of the woods, recovered itéfelf. 
At laft the cavalry retreated into the 
woods, and left us mafters of the field of 
battle. 


At fix in the evening the Pruflian huf- . 


fars got round the wood, fell upon the 
waggons, and attacked us in rear; they 
by this means threw us into a great di- 
Jemma, and cut off many, who had dif- 
perfed themfelves in order to reaflemble 
our people, from the main body of the 
army. I had the misfortune to be of 
that number, and was obliged to feek a 
lace to hide myfelf. during the night. 
got to the wood, and together with 
fome wounded officers, who like me were 
cut off from the army, followed a road 
that led to our firft camp at Cuftrin. 
From thence I went to our heavy bag- 
gage, where I arrived at one,in the 
morning, quite {pent. with my wounds, 
There I found general Jefremof, who 
was alfo ju arrived with the Coffacks. 
I ordered him to fend 500 of them to the 
field of battle, to keep up a communica- 
tion with the baggage, and to fend at the 
farae time an officer to afk our general, 
whether the detachment that covered the 
baggage muft join him, or whether he in- 
tended to join the baggege himfclf with 
the army. 

But at day-break Iwas ordered to wait 
for him there, and as, many-waggons 
and horfes. as could be found were {ent 
to the army, ‘to bring. away the artillery 
and the wounded.

ons and ten fquadrons, who took pol- 
feffion of Landiberg, the garrifon which 
the Ruffians had left there, having re- 
tired upon his approach. From this time 
frequent, ikirmithes, but no general en- 
gagement, happened between the Pruf- 
fan asmy under his command, and the 
Ruilian army, now under the fole com- 
mand of general Fermer, as. general 
Brown was obliged to leave the army, 
in order te beccured of his wounds.

and Execution of Calas. 
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SIR, Swifferland, Apr. 4,1762. 

§ AW with horror, in your Magazine 

for March, the account of the treatment 
of the family of Calas at Thouloufe, tll 
the affair carried by appeal to the parlia- 
ment ; but, alas, even there the fame fury, 
either in the falfe witneffes or the ocr 
of the Judges, continued; for Calas, the 
father, was condemned and executed the 
11th of march, as appears by feveral let- 
ters from France, the fubftance of which 
take as follows : 

‘¢ It is faid that the fentence again 
Calas the father pafled by a majority of 
eight votes to five. He was condemned 
to undergo the ordinary and extraordi- 
nary torture; then to be broke alive, to 
remain two hours on the wheel, after- 
wards to be ftrangled, his body burnt, 
and his afhes thrown to the wind: which 
was executed accordingly with the utmoft 
rigour. When under the torture, ** Iam 
innocent (he faid) and an innocent man 
can have no accomplices.” He obferved 
fo much firmnefs on this head, that the 
priefts who exhorted him, dropt that 
point: he fhewed the fame firmnefs on 
the fcaffold. He went to death with 
much refolution, difregarding all the 
ufual exhortations of the two priefts that 
were ordered to attend him. He afcend- 
ed the fcaffold with a compofed air, and 
looked round with calmnefs on the innu- 
merable multitude that were prefent. He 
laid himfelf down on the crofs himfelf, 
and ftretched out his arn:s and legs. At 
each blow he cried out; but after the 
blows he did not utter one complaint. 
He faxtto the prieft that remained with 
him, that hemuft be cold. The prieft an- 
fwered that he was not. ‘* But I am’ 
very cold,” faid Calas. The prieft mak- 
ing mention of his Judges, Calas faid, 
that though he died innocent, it was the 
fault not of his judges, but of the witnef- 
fes; that neverthelefs he forgave them, 
as he delired to be forgiven himfelf; that 
he begged of his judges he might be the 
only facrifice ; and that he might not be 
thrown into the fire till he was quite dead. 
One of the priefts, on returning to his 
convent, acknowledgced himfelf much 
edified by the fufferer. Thus far with re- 

ard to the father. 

“Calas the. mother, Lavayffe their 
friend, and the fervant-maid, were déf- 
charged at the bar by the fame Judges 
who condemned the father. Calas the 
fon was alfo accufed, and banifhed the

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Joule for fix years. We have never yet 
learnt the true circumftances of this affair ; 
but it feems very evident that this old 
man, who was near 70, could not have 
hanged a vigourous robuit young man of 
a9. Indeed, every one is at prefent per- 
fuaded of thre innocence of poor Calas.” 

But the affair of Calas is not the only 
ene in which the blind zeal and cruelty 
af popery has been {0 termbly manifeit.

Upon thefe appearances we are here taking all 
the neceflary fteps towards a vigotous defence, 
and hope to difconcert the fcheme of the

Several different detachments have been 
fent out from their camp, who have commits 
ted unheard-of barbarities among the fmall 
villages, which could not poffibly be in a ftate 
to defend themfelves ; robbing and murdering 
the inhabitants ; fetting fire to their crops; 
and not even leaving the fmall quantity ef

carried off with them into Spain: they alto

randa, and had retired to Zamora; and gave 
out, that they were marching to Almeida. 

Lifbon, July 9. On Saturday evening, 
the 3d inf. the count de ja Lippe Buckeburgh 
arrived here in his Britannic majefty’s fhip the 
Wnicorn.And late on Monday night of the sth 
inf. his ferene highnefs prince Charles of 
Mecklenburgh arrived in the Venus.

Belidor, as is defcribed in his 
excellent book, entided La Science des Ingent- 
curs) is ftili liable to great objections; it may 
be not only curious, but ufeful, to communi- 
cate a defeription of one lately executed, 
which feems to be the moft perfeét of its 
kind, and formed upon principles capable of 
being adapted to many other purpofes. 

This invention is equally applicable to all 
buildings, and to all fituations high or low, 
underground or above ground.—To all {paces, 
either great or {mall.—And even to bridges of 
any inclination, whether horizontal or form- 
ing any angle greater or lefs than that of ge 
degrees, which weuld be extremely difficult to 
accomplifh by any other contrivance.—The 
aagle of traction alfo, and other circumftances, 
require abftrufe calculations and great mathe- 
matical fkill upon every the fmalleft variation, 
in refpeét to the pofition of the bridge, upon 
any other conftruétion, whereas thefe cir- 
cumftances create no difficulty in this, > 

The caftle of Enmore ftands in a folie, 
forty feet wide and 16 detp, by which it is 
entirely furrounded.— There is but one en- 
trance into this caftle, by a bridge over this 
foffe, and through a gateway in the principal 
front. 

The ftanding part of this bridge B is ftrongly 
framed with oak beams and truffles, and fe- 
curely planked, paved, and gravelled. 

The moving part, or drawbridge A, is 
alfo ftrongly framed and planked with the 
fame timber, and croffed upon the furface 
with flat bars of iron, of about 2 inches 
broad, leaving intervals alfo of 2 inches and
